Ben Borowsky Reports From Florida: 
Phillies Could Land In First Division

CLEARWATER, 
FLA. — The Philadelphia 
Phillies can finish anywhere from third to eighth 
in the National League pennant race for 1957. 
To finish first or second, without the benefit of 
any trades, the Phils would need every baseball 
miracle in the book. And they realize it’s rather 
difficult to corner the market on miracles. 
Sometimes a hustling ball club makes its own 
miracles. 
You may not think so but the Phillies 
really hustled last year. 
A look at the record shows that the Phillies 
were last in making double plays, seventh in field­ 
ing, seventh in hitting home runs and sixth in bat­ 


ting. The Philadelphia pitchers also allowed more 
runs than any other National League staff. 
Manager Mayo Smith’s boys certainly had a 
poor year on paper in 1956, but how did they win 
71 games and finish on top of the second division? 
They got 19 victories from Robin Roberts who 
lost seven one-run games. Philadelphia had the best 
one-two southpaw pitching staff in the league in 
Curt Simmons (15) and Harvey Haddix (13). That 
was the extent of the pitching staff. 
Lopata Packs Power 
Stan Lopata, the hard hitting catcher-first base­ 
man, gave the Phillies part of the thing they need 
most — power. 
Philadelphia won quite a few games last year 
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by taking advantage of the other team ’s errors. A 
team has to be thinking and hustling all the time 
to take advantage. 
The Phillies go into this season with many of 
the same problems thev faced last year. They still 
need more power at the plate. * Lopata, Willie 
Jones and Richie Ashburn are the only definite 
starters. 
On the bright side is the claim by Roberts that 
he is fit. He’s yet to be tested. Haddix will be with 
the team from the start. Finally, there’s talk around 
the camp that this year Marv Blaylock, the first 
sacker, will come into his own. 
The Phils split for an intra-squad game yester­ 
day and the Bengoughs defeated the Seminicks, 4-2. 
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George Green, Bob Conley and Don Cardwell pitch­ 
ed for the winners. Gran Damner, Jack Sanford and 
John Anderson hurled for the losers. 
Ted Kazanski and Bob Bowman each produced 
two singles. Jones and Harry Anderson each had 
a single and a double, Ed Bouchee doubled and 
Glen Gorbous belted a triple. Jim Davis, a rookie 
up from Schenectady, hit the only home run of the 
six-inning contest, belting the ball over the right 
field fence. 
Standing out on defense were Joe Lonnett, the 
reserve catcher, and Rip Repulski in the outfield. 
Manager Smith announced that regular drills 
Would continue today and another intra-squad game 
would be played tomorrow.
